Safety, caution advised 
in wake of serial rapes 
in Omaha metro area

While the apprehension of one 
suspect in the recent cases of serial rapes 
in the Omaha metro area and Iowa 
may have UNO and Omaha residents 
breathing a little easier, there is still 
another one on the loose in the Omaha 
area. 

-As a result, students should be 
aware of their surroundings while on 
and off campus. 

-A statement released by the Omaha 
Police Department offers the following 
tips that students can follow: 

-keep your doors and windows 
locked. 

-Keep your garage doors closed, 

-If you have an alarm system in your 
home, make sure you use it. 

-If your dog barks, pay attention to 
it. 

~Pay particularattention tosuspicious 
activity in your neighborhoods. 

-Pay particular attention to strange 
vehicles in your neighborhood, 

-If there is someone at your door 
who you do not recognize, do not open 
your door. Attempt to find out who it 
is through the door. If you consider the 
explanation to be suspicious, call 911. 

-If you are awakened and hear 
strange noises in your home, pick up the 
phone and call 911. If you don’t get an 
opportunity to say anything, leave the 
phone off the hook and the 911 operators 
will be able to hear what is happening 
and dispatch a cruiser. 


-lf you are out by yourself, pay 
attention to your surroundings. When 
going to your vehicle, pay attention if 
you see someone standing by your car 
that makes you uncomfortable. Wait 
until that person is gone to go to your 
vehicle or have someone escort you to 
your vehicle. 

While Campus Security is always 
on the watch for suspicious activity 
on campus, they haven’t received any 
reports in relation to the rapes or the 
suspects involved. 

However, Paul Kosel, Campus 
Security manager said, “There’s more 
awareness on our officer's parts for 
suspicious activity on campus. We're 
always aware of that anyway, but now 
we're looking a little bit more closely at 
some people.” 

Ifa student is on campus late at night 
and doesn’t feel safe walking to their car 
by themselves, Campus Security can 
provide an escort to their car upon 
request. 

“We've done that forever, Somebody 
just has toask for it. We'll provide that (at) 
any place on campus, so North campus 
to South campus, building to building, 
building to car, car to whatever,” Kosel 
said. “You just have to ask us for that. 
Just contact us. It’s a 24-7 (service). It 
doesn’t matter, day or night, weekend, 
we'll provide the escort anytime that 
anybody wants to ask.” 

He said that Campus Security has 
had a few more escort requests than 
what “we would typically sce right 
now.” and noted that they have had one

Kosel said that some people 
have a tendency to be embarrassed 
being seen walking with a Campus 
Security officer. F 

He suggested that if students 
are embarrassed to be seen with 
an officer, they can follow the SIN 
method—Safety In Numbers. 

“That (means) walk with a few 
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more people, don’t go by yourself,” 
he said. 

He also suggested that when 
a student gets out of class, they 
buddy up with a couple classmates 
and have the person with the closest 
car give the other students a ride 
to their respective cars. It’s also a 
good idea to know the safer and 
shorter routes to getting around 
campus at night, such as cutting 
through campus 
buildings. to get 
to another part 


of campus. 
Kosel said 
campus is 


patrolled by Campus Security “all 
the time. There (are) always officers 
on patrol, on foot, and in vehicles” 
on North and South campus. 

Campus Security also patrols 
all the dorms on North and South 
campus. Kosel said they specifically 
make an effort to get through those 
areas two or three times a night. 

“You always hear people say

Nebraska may be the last place 
on earth where you will find majestic 
mountains to climb or mighty boulders 
to conquer, but the experience of 
climbing can still be felt with modern 
indoor climbing wails. 

“The sport of indoor climbing has 
really taken off in the last seven or 
so years,” said John Buckley, a UNO 
graduate student who is opening an 
indoor climbing gym with his business 
partner, Brandy Burger. 

Buckley, who moved to Omaha 
from Chicago after attaining his 
undergraduate degree in psychology, 
is currently on his way to receiving 
his Masters in Business Administration 
from UNO.

Buckley and Brandy Burger have 
recently purchased the Old Farmland 
Grain Elevator off 34th and Vinton 
Streets in Omaha. Both Buckley and 
Burger have been climbing for over four 
years and are hoping to turn the grain 
elevator into an indoor rock climbing 
gym. 
“The best way to learn about running 
and operating a business is to actually 
go out and do it,” said Burger. “We were 
able to purchase the property relatively 
cheap because the previous company 
went into bankruptcy. The process of 
opening the gym has been a tremendous 
amount of work for both of us. There are 
issues with building codes, financing 
and constructing the gym.” 


Some of the inside walls of these silos will be converted into a climbing wall, 


Both Buckley and Burger have 
financed the gym with most of their 
own money and are doing most of 
the actual construction themselves. The 
gym will consist of two types of walls, 
that will provide both types of climbing: 
boulder and facing. 

Boulder climbing is moving from 
side to side along the wall and facing 
involves climbing upwards in a vertical 
direction. 

“We screw in various shapes and 
sizes of different climbing pieces about 
every 1-2 square feet,” said Burger. 
“The pieces are interchangeable and are 
screwed into a permanent bolt, which 
has been anchored into the cement silo.

Rogue Pictures’ Shaun of the Dend follows a 
man as he finds himself and his inner strength. 
Shaun (Simon Pegg) is an average twenty- 
something having a bit of a bad week. Shaun 
has fallen into a rut. His daily grind has become 
so routine that nothing ever changes, from the 
curb he trips over each moming on his way to 
the comer store, to the bum with a dog who 
panhandled him. 

Infact, Shaun seems to be trudging through 
life much like everyone else we see in London— 
asa zombie. . 

Shaun seems perfectly content with his 
dead-end job, his great dislike for his step-dad 
and his nights at the pub with his mates. He also 
seems content with paying the majority of his 
attention to his roommates and former college 
pals: Pete (Peter Serafinowicz), who grew up 
and got a job and Ed (Nick Frost), who's a 
slovenly couds-dweller who came for a party 
and never left.

His girlfriend Liz’ (Kate Ashfield) has 
grown tired of their monotonous relationship. 
Between Shaun‘s lack of ambition and the 
dating routine—going to the same pub, with 
the same friends, every night—they have fallen 
into; Liz has had enough and dumps him. 

Not even Ed can cheer up Shaun as his 
ie begins io tumble, so the boys go out and get 
seriously drunk. While our host of characters is 
so deeply involved in their own general apathy, 
no one seems to be ciate what is going on 


around them. What were once other people 
trudging through life like zombies, have quite 
literally become the walking dead. 

When Shaun and Ed realize what has 
happened, purehonor-meets-comic-goldbegins 
to emerge. The boys must battle the zombies as 


well. 

Director Edgar Wright did such a fabulous 
job with this movie. He was able to combine 
genres of film: romance, comedy and zombies. 
Genre-mashing typically tums out akin to 
purchasing a taco in a Chinese restaurant. It

The off-the-wall humor is fantastic and 
never seems forced or contrived; instead they 
are intermingled with the horror aspects. The 
zombies are plentiful and the makeup is good. 
There were brief bouts of drama and even the 
romance was mixed in. Wright has commented 


that they threw so much into the film (horror, 
comedy, romance, drama, gore) because they 
didn’t think they would be allowed to make 
another film. 

The film in many ways seems designed 
for horror geeks. The writers went above and 
beyond with slipping in both subtle and bold 
references to films that have come before. Shaun 
of the Dead pays homage to horror movies past. 
Through one screening, I was able to detect bits 
from Night of the Living Dead, Dawn of the Dend, 28 
Days Later (not a zombie movie); Lucio Fulci (an 
Italian director), Alfred Hitchcock (director), the 
Evil Ded trilogy, A Clockwork Orange and even 
Star Wars. 

Without delving into cinema history, the 
film is still spectacular. If a moviegoer had never 
before seen a horror movie or so much as a 
zombie, they would still enjoy the movie. The 
references are used in this film as inside jokes 
and enhancement (character names, soundtrack 
bits, posters on the wall etc), not as the basis for 
the film. Most are so subtle that a viewer would 
have to have spent an inordinate amount of 
time in a video store to catch. No viewer would 
get the feeling as though they were missing out, 
which is a testament to the skill and care Wright 
and the actors put into its creation, 

Upon seeing this film, you'll never look at 
zombie movies the same again. After a summer

The Mavericks answered with two 
consecutive 20-yard rushes by Jamar 
Day. Day ran the ball in every play 
except a 13 yard pass from Masek 
to Shawn Olstund, in the nine-play, 
70-yard drive to pick up UNO’s final 
touchdown. 

“Tl was definitely in a rhythm in the 
fourth quarter, I was just seeing things 
better and finding holes,” Day said. 

USD was unable to stop a four and 
inches on UNO’'s 39 yard line in the 
final minutes of the game, allowing 
UNO to run out the clock and earn 
their first NCC victory. 

Day gained 133 yards on 31 carries in 
his first start as a Maverick. Masek, who 
failed to complete a touchdown pass 
for the first time since 2002, completed 
seven of 13 passes for 139 yards. UNO 
had 324 yards in total offense to 293 
for the Coyotes. Defensively, Johnson 
picked up another block field goal early 
in the game and the UNO defense 
combined for eight sacks of USD’s 
Beschorner. Berhns picked up his 74th 
win of his UNO career, tying him in 
second on the school’s all-time win list 
with Al Caniglia. 

I don’t know how he does it,” 
Behrns said. “He just keeps finding a 
way to get involved in the kicking game.

UNO opened NCC play with a 3-1 
(24-30, 30-23, 30-20, 30-23) win over North 
Dakota Friday but their five game win 
streak was snapped by St Cloud 3-1 (28-30, 
30-25, 30-28, 33-31) on Sunday. 

The Mavericks dominated the 
defensive by holding the Fighting Sioux to 
only 48 kills and a .163 attack percentage 
in the four game matches on Friday at 
Betty Engelstad Sioux Center in Grand 
Forks, N.D in the Mavericks NCC opener. 
Outside hitters Jenny Rankin and Amy 
McLeay each registered 17 kills, Carlie 
Christensen recorded 12 kills, with only 
one error in 20 attempts. She also added 
a match-high six blocks. Junior Ashley 
Freeman also hit well with 10 kills and a 
.400 attack percentage. 

With the victory, the Mavericks broke 
a six-match losing skid to the Sioux. It was 
Nebraska-Omaha’s first win over North 
Dakota since the 2000 season. 


snapped Saturday when St. Cloud State 
defeated the Mavericks 3-1 (28-30, 30- 
25, 30-28, 33-31) at Halenbeck Hall in St. 
Cloud, Minn. 

The Mavericks attempted a comeback 
in game four, but let a 29-27 lead slip away. 
St. Cloud stormed by for the 33-31 win. 

Offensively, St. Cloud shutdown the 
Mavericks out-hitting UNO .278 to .168 
in the match, including a 396 to .133 
advantage in the fourth game.

On the road for the first time in five 
games, the Mavericks picked up their first 
tie of the season against Emporia State 1-1

University 3-0 Sunday. UNO also regained 
a spot in the NSCAA/ Adidas national poll 
at number 16, after falling from the poll last 
week. 

Emporia State entered Saturday's match 
with a four-home game winning-streak with 
goalie Erin Allen, who has recorded three 
shutouts on the year. 

The Mavericks were only able to score 
one goal even though they outshot the 
Homets 26-7, including 12-2 shots-on-goal- 
margin. Beth McGill recorded her eighth 
goal of the season at the 20:21 mark of the 
game with a bicycle kick through Emporia 
State’s Allen.

UNO was able to hold Emporia State 
scoreless until the 71st minute when the 
Hornets’ Brandie Booth scored. Allen 
was able to hold off the Maverick offense 
with nine saves, including two in the first 
overtime. 


Washburn carries a 2-3-0 record into 
the matchup against UNO Sunday. The 
Mavericks picked up their second shutout 
of the week with the 3-0 win over Washburn 
University.

care, the economy, Social Security, etc.) 
and international issues (campaigns 
around the world, global issues, etc.). 


Don’t worry if you don’t know much 


about each, you're not going to be tested 


-on them. However, what each candidate 
‘wants to do regarding each issue is 


important. 

Vl use an example: The tax cut 
President George W. Bush passed during 
the past couple of years. President Bush 
wants to make these cuts permanent, 
and although John Kerry hasn’t made 
a statement, others in his party want to 
remove the cuts, raising your taxes in 
effect. Now here’s where a little common 
sense will help. Here, you take a look at 
which plan you think will work better. 
In our example, many would probably 
select Bush’s plan, and keep the tax cuts. 

Voting is another example why 
politics should matter, People do tend 
to be lazy, figuring, “Somebody else’s 
gonna vote, | don’t have to worry about 
it.” Let me ask this, do you like other 
people making decisions for you? If you 
wanted lower taxes and/or better health 


During Ronald Reagan's 
presidency, Rather helped 
to expose the Iran-Contra 
connection, in which the 
Reagan administration 
(along with George H. W.

to say Dan Rather, for all 

intents and purposes, has been on the 

Bush family “list of undesirables,” (like 
Saddam Hussein) for some time. 

Recently Dan Rather, 60 Minutes 

and CBS have come under attack for 

allegedly trusting sources and materials 


will speak louder than any 
person at a rock concert. (As 
if [should know, I’ve never been to one). 

We all have the right to say whatever 
we want, we also have the right to 
make decisions that we think will best 
benefit the country. And to vote, you 
must register. Don’t worry; you still have 
a couple of weeks to register. So get 
registered.

Associated Press television writer 
David Bauder reported that CBS news 
affiliates are getting numerous e-mails 
and calls about Rather from angry 
viewers, but that “most are part of a 
national campaign against Rather from 
conservatives who have hated him since 
he covered the Nixon White House.” 
However, he reports that a campaign of 
support for Rather has also now started 
in response. 

Forged papers are not new to our 
history. Nor are shredded documents 
and “lost” records (as in the case of 
George Bush’s National Guard service 
records). 

The last time the subject of forged 
documents was in the news, it had to 
do with obvious forgeries about Iraq's

supposed purchase of uranium rods for 
building nuclear weapons, a convenient 
and timely (if not poorly rendered) bit 
of false documentation used by George 
Bush to bolster his shaky case for taking 
our nation into war with Iraq. So if Dan 
Rather deserves to lose his job over 
forged documents, then certainly George 
Bush should lose his. 

So, we need to take a few deep 
breaths and get hold of ourselves. 

While some are decrying this event 
— which is yet under review — to 
be evidence of “yellow” journalism on 
the part of 60 Minutes, I would ask 
that we draw some rational and logical 
connections before jumping upon that 
bandwagon. 

Isn’t it interesting that many of 


those claiming to care about journalistic 
ethics in this case are not also organizing 
to sanction the Fox “News” Network 
and its affiliates for proven violations 
in ethics and a misrepresentation of its 
biased purpose? 

Which brings me to my final point. 
The Associated Press reported Saturday 
that 60 Minutes has decided against 
airing a long-awaited report on the Iraq 
war and weapons of mass destruction. 
Although reporter Ed Bradley has 
worked on this story for a long time, 
and it was originally scheduled to run in 
June, the station decided it would not be 
“appropriate” to air a story potentially 
damaging to the Bush administration so 
close to the presidential election. 

CBS spokeswoman Kelli Edwards 
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would not elaborate on the decision 
when asked why the timing would be 
considered inappropriate. 

So, now 60 Minutes, wounded from 
an apparently well-orchestrated attack 
is operating from a fear of appearing 
to influence the views of the American 
people. This country depends on fearless 
information to make good decisions and 
better understand our world, and if 
60 Minutes can no longer provide that 
service for us, then we should all be 
mourning. 

We have a right to information, and 
there is no better time to receive it than 
before we choose the next president of 
the United States.
